And /o farre is it owr pleaſure that 
ſuch impietics ſhould be cleane taken away that albeit the 
wickeayeſſe be commiltedin another mans poſſeſſions or 
private houſe, the owners being privy 89 t, yet let thoſe 
poſſeſsions or hinſes be by the moſt ſacred Lawes of the 
publique Treaſary, proſcribed. The Maſters or Owners, 
becauſe they wittingly conſented to the defiling of their 
roomes with ſuch ontragious wickedneſſe, for thu aloue 
tet them, if they be dignified with any title, or office tn the 
warres., puniſhed with toſſe of their place tn the warres, | 
and of their. dignity ; with proſcription alſs of their e.

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were like to have periſhed, Both the Phyſician to by frantiche 
Patient, the Father to bis untamed child ſeems grievor ;

althongh both doe all «ut of love. eAnd if they ſhould neglett 
them, and [0 ſuſfer them ro periſh, that were rather a falſe and 
cruell pitty, then gentleneſſe truly ſo called, Fer if an Horſe and 
a Male that have no nnderſtanding , with their biting and 
kicking lay about them to beat off men,by whom, for theis care, 
their wounds are more roughly hanled : yet theſe men , albeit 
they be often put into danger by their teeth and heeles, and 
ſometime wounded, give not over thoſe bruit beaſts till by me- 
aicinall tortures and paines they bave made them whole «+ 
how much more ought not, a man of a man, a brother of a byo« 
ther, to prevent hu eter nall deſtruttin, be gives over, till the 
correfted party be tanght to aprehend how great a benefit was 
done him, even then when he moſt cried ont of per ſerution ! 


Buthere, ler that law ever take place ; that he compel 


out of love, not, outoffury : let hia chaſtiſe that he may 
reforme; not take revenge that he may deſtroy. 
He further goes on : Why therfore ſhonld not the Church 
compellher loft ſonnes , ſeeing they have compelled others to 
periſh? Although even thoſe whom they have not forced, but 
onely ſucceeded, if they bee by terrifying, yet wholeſame 
lawes brought backe againe into her boſome , our pious Mo- 
ther imbraceth with more tender affeftion, and rejoyceth o- 
ver them more then over theſe which ſhe never loſt. Per- 
taines it not to paſtorall dilligence,to call backe , even with the 
gerrors of ſtripes and tortures,, thoſe ſheepe , who being not vi= 
olently ſnatcht from the fold, but by ſmooth intiſements 
ſeduced, have ſtrayed from the flecke , ani began tobe nnder 
the poſſeſſion of ſtrangers ; 5f, being favoured they will needs 
refift him that ſeeks to bring them againe to the Fold of ( briſt? 
Thus, Anguffixe, who notwithſtanding, was ſome« 
times of opinion thatthe Paſtors ought not to pctition the 
Emperours, by compulſory commands to chuſe the Hereſie 
of the Donatiſt to ceaſe to be. But afterwards he changed 
his mind-: for toperverfe, frozen, and obdarate minds he 
came to thinke medicinall ſharpneſſeto be needfull. Hence

therefore, Taithhe , :t:15 browght 10 paſſe, that a religion and 
pions Emperor whenſuch cauſes are brought to his knowledge, 
ſronld choſe rather. by hy moſt godly lawes altogether to re- 
drefſetheerror of that impiety. and by terrifying and compul- 
ſion to ſubdue to the unity of the Church thoſe who againſt 
( hriſt bore the Enſignie of ( hrift ; then onely to take away all 
liberty of outragions breakings ont, yet ftill leaving them looſe 
10 error and ruine, Even at thu time,when the lawes come in. 
ro.Africa, they eſpecially who deſired an occaſion ;,' or were be- 
fore., put into feare of the cruelty of thoſe faricus Hereticks , 
or aſhamed to offend their owne diſciples , preſently came over 
-t0 the (hurch. Many alſo, who only by caftome drawne downe 
from their fathes, had beene held in error, never tell now took, 
 #t.into their thoughts ,. nor would they take. paines to. enquire 
er. confider how weake acauſe that. Herefie had to maintaine. 
But ſo ſoone as theybegan to locks into this, and that they 
could finde nothing in it worth the enduring ſo mach as now 

_ they were like to ſuffer for it, they became Catholikes with out 
any dificytty, For now <a-efrllneſſe did well bec:me them 

' whom ſecurity had made ſo careleſſe. Alany aiſo who were leſſe

faith. But, farre be it, farre be it from our couſciences, that we 
ſoould force any man to ourfaith, Auſtin makes anſwer. Vs 
man indeed, ts to be compelled to the faith againſt his will : yet 
obſtinacy ts uſed io be chaſtiſed with ſeverity, yea through the 
mercy :f God with the ſtourgings of tribulations, What?*hecanſe 
good manners are choſen ſreely, ſhall not therfore wicked man- 
ners be pumifhed with the ſeverity of Law?Howbeit,re venging 
diſciplinesf ill converſation # prepoſterous, where the precedent 
dottrine of good life ts not ceontemned, If therfore any lawes be 
framedagainſi Jou,ye are not therby compelled to wel doing but 
only prohibited the doing of evill. For no man cay doe well but 
he that comes toit with freedome and love, which i; only found 
there where the wil comes off freely,& maks choice of the ation 
without conſtraint, And the feare of puniſhments,although it 
know not the comfort of a good conſcience;yet «t laſt it reſtrains 
evill deſire within the cloyſter of thoughts, NotwithRkanding, 
who are they that have ordained lawes for repreſſing your raſh- 
eſſe? Be they not they of whom the eApoie ſaith , they beare 
»0t the ſword in vaine , for they are the Miniſters of God , 
Revengers to executewrath upon thoſe that doe evih ? 
What then ? ſhouldaPrince proceeded againſtalt, by 
power and iaw ; and, compell them to thefaith ? Let him 
rocced, not againſt all: but yer, for the good of all, It they 
by few, if without tumult it may be effected, ler bim by 
power to take off Hereſies , Sorccrers, and Idolators from 
being at all. But let the rigor of the lawes be ſlowly 
drawne out, unlefſe where there is danger of contagion, 
Letſuch asbe moſt dangerous bee taken away; the reſt,

Onely the Netherlanders broke out into rebellion. But 
the cauſe thereof was notReligion alone « nor was that 
pretended. Their Priviledges and liberty was made the 
cloake. The Dominisn of a forraigne Nation over them, 
(athing ever abborred of ingenious men) and the exaRtion- 
of tenths ſtirred up thar people to that ſedition,* 
The received opinion of Politicians otherwiſe minded, 

namely,7hat men are not to be eompeled,yet remaineth, The 

raund of their opinion is this ; becauſe by that meanes 
men will ſtill continue as impious in heart as before , adde 
hypoerily to'their former impiety, and ſpread their wick- 
ednefſe the farther abroad, So may you make them wor- 
ſhippers of the purple robe', | indeed : but neverof God, 
But theſe wen are farre from the marke, and give ana 
againſt., not the ſafery of Religion alone, buteven th 
peace of the 'Common' wealth. For firſt, by a wholſome 
Law:they are over- ruled that they ſhallnot doe evill , not 
ſacrifice to the Divel}, not ſpoile Churches, not conremne 
holy things , notenticle God: to their lend praftiſes, not 
oppugnethertrath, And albeic they obey againſt cheir wills, 
yet lafer is it that men, fo compelled, hou cfend onely in 
heart : then breake our into villanies, in deedas well as in 
will,by being permitred to do as they liſt, without coaRtive 
reſtraint, It would beinthis, as in other caſes, wherein the 
ſecular lawes deterreth many (who in heart and conſent of 
wil areguilty, }from attempting their purpoſes and eyj-ying 
their lewdnefſe projeted, 

. Nordoth a law only take men of from evill; bur, brings 


_ them, uſually, within the Schoole and Chappell of vertae, 


For itenjoynes things honeſt and pious, and prohibites 
the contrary, It commands, I ſay, things pious; and todoe 
them ina pious manner , not tained manner. Ifany man. 
ſhalt play the' counterfeit, let him impute that bypocriſie 
te his owne wicked heart; not tothe law, Contumacious 


and 
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and rightly isit ſo ordzined. Nor is thie law ttereforenoc 
to command thingshoneſt, becauſe an Hypocrire mar es 
them inthe doing ; burto admoniſh them to performe 
willingly what their duty callsupon them to doe, And 
for the moſt part, when they are broughc on leaſurely 
by power, theyſer about goo3 things in a good man« 
ner ; and apply their minds to vertue, 2s wellas their bo» 
dies, when they ſeethatthey mult needes lay theirhands 
to the worke. If ir fofall outthatthe cbſtinacy of ſome 
particulars ſhall at firſt, make reſiſtance ; yet even thoſe 
men, bytime will be wrought more pliable. Asfor thoſe 
who being of tender yeeres, are cither not at all, or-but 
newly tainted with evill , a good Law will ſoone cauſe 
that their riper age ſhall yeeld a lweet ſavour of goodnefle, 
Verily , I haveknowne many Children Authors of heir 
Parents converſion , who alſo when they are growne up, 
and changing the cloake for the gowne, baveundrtaken. 
either a tribe, or a place of j:dgement, approve themſelves 
excellent ſervants to the Common- wealth, T his we finde 


many thouſands in Germany, eſpecially in Bavaria, Stiria, 


Carinthia, the Netherlands, to make good before our eyes. 
If therefore compulſory reformation ſhould doe no good. 
upon old ſtardards inerror, yet it renders the younger ſort

For , whereas ſuperſtition is fo maglignant and 
flandering-ripe , that it will detract from the vertne and 
efteeme ofthe holieſt men ; with forged crimes traducz 
the moſt blamelefle Athanaſiuſſes ,. by the mouth cf calum- 
niating wretches ; and mo purchaſed per juries koights 
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of the Poſt, draw them before Tribunalls asif other mens 
fault were reaſon ſufficient why they chonld-nor finally 
ſhake hands with their hereſies :- who: can doubr, bur.thac 
the wicked prankes of Pricſts made publique , - cannot be 
tolerated withoutinfinice damage to Religion? The filthy 
lieof Clerkes , of Clerkes; Ifay it againe, of Clerkes; I 
meane evill ones, made, augmented, and (till doth vphold 
the herefies that are. Thave ofcen entred diſputation with 
Hereticks , or their diſciples: and, after that with a very. 
litt!elabour their Arguments have bin anſwered and retor- 
ted upon themſelyes, they betake themſelves to accuſations 
of our Clergy,and obje&t fuchthings as-Can neither be deni- 
ed, nor defended, - What therefore ſhall a Common. wealch 
doein thiscaſe ? - Firſt, leciclabour earneſtly that ſach Bi- 
ſhops and Prelates beehoſen as are chaſt, liberal, ſober,cou- 
ragtous, faichfulldiſpencers of Godslaw , and ſuch as will 
doe their utrmoRt for reformation of manners, Let the Prin- 
ces themſelves allo bring all the power they can to the 
work,and ſ{othe cure-wil not be difficult.Let a Regular who 
iseither a drunkard, ora whoremonger ; let a {candalous 
Pariſh Prieſt ,: be oppoſed in his wickednefſe : let another 
capable of the ſame place and dignity, be ſet up in his room:

rated from what Gods hand had made them;the haire,coloured 
3Nto 4 lying hn:,To deceive the ſimple canning frauds abound- 
ed;and treacherous hearts to circumvent their brethren They 
joyning in marriage with Infidels,and proſtituted the members 
of Chriſt to Pagans, They took liberty not ouly ta ſmeare raſh»

Nothing in theſe daies keeps back the moſt from re- 
rurning:to the anciens religion-4anore then the wicked ex- 
amplesof ſuchas are already in its For the common people 
eſteeme of DoQrine-by.the converſation of ſuch as profeſſe 
it , nor can they be broughtts beleeve ic poſlibletolearnc 
the docrineof liberalicy s chaſtity 5 modefty , from them 
whom they perceive to be flaves cetheir riches, burning in 
* luſts, andeven burſting with pride, Dceft thou wonder 
why ftraying ſcules be notbrought home? Doeſt thou mar- 
vaile why thou laboureſt therein without ſucceſle ? It i: thy 

manner of living thetmakes them to doubr, Thy faith ( if 
thou have any) is mewed upin thy breaſt : bur thy ſinnes 
are laid open tothe view ofall-, and theſe prevaile mereto

who , being convinced by Scriptures and reaſons, betake 
themſelves to accuſations of the Court of Rome, and of 
the whole Eccleſiaſticall Stare, To them Iſhall give an- 
ſwer in another place .
